Their destruction of ant 
is of incalculable importance. The quail' 
great foo1 is tho wildcat. 
Tho latter aninm 


is prolific in the counties named. A quail 
nesting wi.U covet' fifteen to twenty eggs, ant 
nearly every egg will hatch. Thoy nest once 
a year, and during such periods the male is a 
most pugnacious defender of tlie mothor and 
yptmg. A man mny almost strike him witl 
a club. The wily wildcat, as largo as four 
ordinary cuts, will stretch himself out anc 
put put his tongue: the male quail will ap- 
proach and peck it, whereat tho cat seizes* 
hia toothsome prey."
